THE ROAD 
LESS TRAVELED 


In November 1814, Thomas Jefferson 
informed his Poplar Forest overseer that the 
construction of a new road through the 
plantation was to be the highest priority for 
the winter's work. Moving goods and people 
around the plantation efficiently was 
instrumental to Jefferson's financial success. 
However the approach to his retreat house 
was a different story. One visitor to Poplar 
Forest in 1820 described the road leading 
up to the main house as “through the 
brush. ..scarcely passable for any sort of 
carriage.” Traversing this wild scene, these 


visitors may have questioned if they were 
really on the property of the great statesman. 
Climbing along a ridge out of the creek 
bottom below, a stand of tulip poplars 
and a ring of paper mulberry trees, which 
allowed just a glimpse of a brick structure 
beyond, may have been the first sign that 
they had arrived. Finally, upon turning into 
the carriage turnaround, Mr. Jefferson's 
visitors were rewarded with the full facade 
of the octagonal house and the hope of 
a conversation with the author of the 
Declaration of Independence.

Dear Friends of Poplar Forest,

Endstation Theatre Company premiered 
Two Gentlemen of Virginia, an original 
adaptation of a William Shakespeare 
masterpiece, which presents, in a whole 
new light, the correspondence between 
Jefferson and his good friend, and fellow 
Democratic-Republican, James Madison. 
As a prelude to Poplar Forest's Independence 
Day Celebration, the Renaissance Theatre 
company performed 7776, the Tony 
Award-winning musical comedy that's 
based on the events leading up to the 
drafting and signing of the Declaration of 
Independence. The audience had a great 
time and experienced history and Poplar 
Forest in a truly unique way. 


Dear Mr. Jefferson: Meeting the 
Kids Where They Live 


Prior to their evening engagement at Poplar 
Forest for the annua! “Conversations” 
performance, Thomas Jefferson and his good 
friend James Madison visited the students of 
WordWorks! to have a conversation with 
them at their studio in Lynchburg. WordWorks! 
is an afterschool program that helps kids 
improve their creative writing skills with 
training workshops led by local writers and 
teachers. With generous funding from the 
Greater Lynchburg Community Trust, Poplar 
Forest teamed up with WordWorks! and the 
Lynchburg Parks and Recreation Department 
to provide the students with a rare opportunity 
to host Jefferson and Madison (masterfully 
portrayed by Bill Barker and John Douglas 
Hall, respectively) and ask them questions 
brainstormed by the students. In the days 
that followed the conversation, the students 
visited Poplar Forest for further inspiration 
and then composed letters and creative 


essays about their experience. Videographers 
filmed the conversation, capturing Jefferson 
and Madison answering questions and 
sharing lessons learned over the course of 
their eventful lifetimes about reading, writing, 
the power of words and the role of civility in 
governance and citizenship. After additional 
editing, the footage from the conversation 
will be uploaded online as a series of video 
shorts for parents or teachers to share with 
their students. The students’ ages ranged 
from 8 to 13. They started out somewhat 
star-struck, but were put at ease by Mr. 
Jefferson’s grace. While commending the 
students on their excellent behavior, he 
reminded them of the importance of good 
manners and always being civil in conversation, 
stating “when you do unto others as you 
would have them do unto you, you have 
no regrets.” 


Investigating Design and 
Shelter at Poplar Forest 


In May Poplar Forest celebrated a formal 
partnership with Lynchburg City Schools with 
a ribbon-cutting ceremony and remarks by 
Dr. Scott Brabrand, superintendent of the 
school district. As a result of that partnership, 
in August Poplar Forest welcomed students 
from Lynchburg’s Linkhorne Middle School 
for a weeklong camp as part of the school’s 
21st Century Schools program. In the 
mornings, students learned about Jefferson 
and architecture with our own Travis 
McDonald. By the end of the week, inspired

by Jefferson's ideas, they had designed their 
own private retreats. In the afternoons, 
students focused on investigating shelters: 
why do people live in different types of 
shelters; what type of trash do they create and 
what does that tell us about their culture; and 
how did the enslaved people at Poplar Forest 
live in their shelters? Using field measurements 
they took of the ghost structure at the Slave 
Quarter site, the students built scale models of 
the slave structure, including the storage pits 
used to store food or personal belongings. 
Despite their summer's winding down, all the 
students had a great time while also learning 
about Thomas Jefferson and his Bedford 
County plantation. The teachers and staff also 
enjoyed the students and look forward to 
holding the camp again next year.

UNCOVERING 
JEFFERSON’S APPROACH 
TO POPLAR FOREST 


EXCAVATION REVEALS 


TWIST TO 


CARRIAGE TURNAROUND 


The investigations of the carriage turnaround 
have reached an exciting stage. 
Archaeological excavations conducted this 
summer have exposed more of the original 
surface of the carriage turnaround, providing 
the data needed to restore the paving to its 
Jefferson-era appearance and dimensions. The 
bulk of the turnaround was paved with 
angular fist-sized quartz cobbles that were 
likely collected from the ridges of nearby 
tields. The paving created lanes approximately 
12.5 feet wide around the circle before 
coming together to form a 15-foot-wide 
Straight axial road. The circular portion of the 
turnaround measured exactly 80 feet in 
diameter from its outer edges. This 
measurement is of great interest because 
Thomas Jefferson noted in a 1772 
memoranda that a “Coach and six will turn in 
80.f[eet].” This note about the turning radius 


of a coach and six horses comes in the middle 
of measurements and calculations regarding 
Jefferson’s plans for building and furnishing 
Monticello. A map of Monticello from the 
1770s also shows a circular carriage 
turnaround that is approximately 80 feet in 
diameter. While there is no indication that the 
Monticello turnaround was ever constructed, 
it is compelling to see these measurements in 
our excavations. It is doubtful that a coach- 
and-six was ever driven to Poplar Forest, by 
Jefferson or his guests, but the size of the 
turnaround could accommodate larger 
horse-drawn vehicles. 


When Jefferson and his visitors did arrive at 
the retreat house they would have likely 
dismounted at the front steps to the north 
portico. Excavations conducted directly in 
front of the steps revealed a different paving 


type. Here the turnaround was paved with flat 
pieces of schist, a local rock that was also used 
for the foundations of the wine cellar and 
wing of offices. The exact reason for the 
change in paving type is unknown at present, 
but may have been done to provide a flat and 
more comfortable surface onto which 
Jefferson and his guests could dismount from 
a carriage or horse. 


The work this summer also revealed an 
unexpected twist. The center of the 
turnaround, once occupied by a maze of 
English boxwoods, has always appeared to be 
a circle about 55 feet in diameter. Excavation 
units at the northern edge of the circle, 
however, revealed that the paving angled to a 
point rather than made the curve of the circle. 
At the apex of this point were five bricks 
abutting the stones of the surface. In the 
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center were two column bricks (bricks 2 and 
3, as noted on the bottom photograph), the 
specially shaped bricks used to make the 
columns of the house. It is unclear at this time 
what the purpose of the bricks was; perhaps it 
was decorative or perhaps it was just an easy 
way to get rid of leftover bricks. One thing we 
know is that the bricks were made specifically 
for the house and only one batch was ever 
made, helping us date the construction of the 
turnaround to the time period when the 
house was being built between 1806 and 
1809. The new curve of the turnaround 
paving also changes the interior shape of the 
turnaround to be slightly egg-shaped rather 
than perfectly round. 


With the excavation of the turnaround 
completed it is time to head into the 
laboratory to begin analyzing the data and 
conducting background research to develop 
a restoration plan.

RESTORATION PROGRESS 


The pace of the interior restoration of Poplar Forest is expected 


to accelerate with the arrival of a second craftsman and a stellar 


recommendation from the Architectural Advisory Panel. 


The Architectural Advisory Panel met in 

April to review recent restoration work and 
to discuss issues related to completing the 
interior of the house. The Panel issued a 
report to the Board of Directors that reiterated 
their previous recommendation that the work 
of restoring the interior of the house be done 
with the same quality and authenticity that 
has characterized all work to date. Many 

of the distinguished panel members have 
served on the Advisory Panel since 1988. 
The current members are architect Robert 
Burley from Vermont; architect Hugh Miller 
from Virginia; architect Nicholas Pappas 
from Florida; architectural historian William 
Beiswanger from Virginia; architectural 
historian Edward Chappell from Virginia; 
architectural historian John Larson from North 
Carolina; and architectural conservator 
Robert Self from Virginia. 


Craftsman Dave Clauss has made and 
installed the interior architrave moldings 
around doorways in the passage, the 
northwest room, the west room and the 
center room. Using antique poplar wood from 
the property, Dave typically makes the 
moldings on a workbench in the lower level 
of the house so that visitors can see and ask 
about his work. Progress on the slow process 
of making moldings by hand will be increased 
with the help of another craftsman. A generous 
donor has funded a craftsman position for one 
year. Brian Foree joins the restoration staff in 
September to work alongside Dave Clauss. 
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Palladio’s Rule 


When visitors observe Dave Clauss making 
and installing wooden door architrave 
moldings in the house they are unaware of 
the interesting story contained in a simple 
piece of trim. In 1812 Thomas Jefferson 
wrote to Lynchburg house joiner Reuben 
Perry regarding the plaster grounds Perry 
would instal! at Poplar Forest. These plain 
boards served an important function as 
plumb and level plaster guides for the 
uneven interior brick walls. After plaster was 
applied, the grounds served as nailers for 
the various parts of wooden trim. 


During our investigation of the interior of the 
retreat, ghost marks of the grounds revealed 
the locations and sizes of all the architectural 
trim in the house. This information in turn told 
investigators that Jefferson was using Andrea 
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Palladio’s rule from his 1570 book that the 
architrave should be about one-sixth the size 
of the opening. More importantly, Palladio’s 
three-part architrave traced its lineage back to 
Roman buildings and was consistently used by 
Jefferson. It's all about the stories, and with 
Thomas Jefferson, every architectural part, 
large or small, was thoughtfully created. 
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This example from Jefferson’s building notebook for Monticello shows the use of architectural 
“modules” from Renaissance architect Andrea Palladio’s 1570 book that Jefferson translated 
into inches. Every square inch of architectural trim at Poplar Forest had a lineage from detailed 
proportions first used in Roman classical architecture and then carried forward in Renaissance 


neo-classical architecture.
